Tim** Onion) 
YOUTH'S NEED TO WORK — The conference hefts 
today on problem* of employment of teen-agers, spon­ 
sored by the Duval County Council of Parents and 
Teacher*, direct* local attention to a subject which is 
currently being re-examined in many parts oí the nation 
with interesting result*. 


i No one want* a return to policies which would permit 
exploitation of child labor. Yet it Is no longer accepted 
by all student* of child welfare that employment for 
teen-ager* i* necessarily harmful to them or detri­ 
mental to society. 


6 We have come a long way from an era in which a 
Secretary of the Treasurer could advocate encourage­ 
ment of manufacturing on the grounds Alexander Ham­ 
ilton gave in 1790-that “in general,, women and children 
are rendered more useful, and the latter more early 
useful, by manufacturing establishments than they 
would otherwise be.” We have come a long way from 
those 19th century conditions under the Industrial Revo­ 
lution when children worked from sunup to sundown 
In dirty, dark and dangerous factories at grueling tasks. 
Th* horrors portrayed by Dickens in some of his reform 
novels were not the creations of a gloomy mind, but 
fairly accurate accounts of conditions that actually 
existed in 19th century England and even in America, 
particularly in the New England factory towns. 


But. it is possible that our revulsion against these 
evil practices of the past has led too many of us to the 
false notion that youth must be zealously barred from 
all useful employment. Actually there are many cases 
where work is good for a person — even a teen-ager — 
and we had best not close all the paths to youthful en­ 
terprise. 
« 
i There are positive benefits from juvenile employment 
under sufficiently mild conditions. 
Y outh needs disci­ 
pline and it needs to learn the methods of getting a task 
done. There is no better school in w hich to learn how 
to work than by working. 


r Of course "how to work” is not the whole meaning 
of education, and therefore we must c o n tin u e to beware 
of forcing youths into jobs that Interfere with formal 
schooling. But there is such a thing as a right to work, 
even for Junior — and the teen-agers who exercise that 
right regularly turn out to be o u r best-adjusted citizens 
and the leaders of their generation.

! Today’* conference bringing together 
employer 
groups and youth agencies can clarify the problems and 
help restore the balance between youth’* need for pro­ 
tection and its need to learn the virtues of w'ork.

BRITAIN OWES US AN EXPLANATION — The 
troubled Middle East situation may turn out to be a 
hot political issue in both Great Britain and th* United 
States. In fad. It is causing no little stir in London 
right now. 
. 


f British Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden apparently 
wanted to keep the explosive situation from blowing up 
until after he had a chance to talk with President Ei­ 
senhower on his visit to Washington January 31. In 
that he has been unsuccessful. 


^ Labor Party Leader Hugh Gaitskell called upon Eden 
to Invite Russia to Join with Britain and the United 
State* in an effort to keep the peace between Israel and 
th* Arab states. Eden refused and has declined to per­ 
mit full-dress debate in Parliament at this time. 


' There are strange aspects about the whole affair of 
how British arms have been shipped to Egypt, a coun­ 
try which is also being supplied with munitions by the 
Communists. The revelations may have a serious ef­ 
fect on relations between Britain and the United States 
and may make Sir Anthony’* visit a momentou* one. 


First, there was the disclosure that refurbished Brit­ 
ish tanks had been supplied to Egypt from Belgium. 


Then a Labor woman M.P. received a tip that more 
* 
arms were being loaded at Liverpool. This shipment 
turned out to consist of 21 freight cars Of arms, ammu­ 
nition, tank tracks and submachine guns. The disclos­ 
ure resulted in an immediate British foreign office ban 
on the export of all arms. 


The startling thing is, however, that the deal with the 
Egyptians was apparently being worked as long as 
last July, before announcement that Russia would ship 
Czech arms to Egypt. 


The political repercussions in the United States were 
President Eisenhower to condone, even by implication, 
such dealings are pretty obvious. Israel’s many friends 
in this country would be unlikely to vote a Republican 
ticket next November. 


It would be interesting to hear w'hat the President 
has to say to Sir Anthony when they get together in 
Washington.

Proposition No. t —Golf coarta land 
acquisition and constriction. 


Due to tha great acceleration 
of interest in the past few years 
in a municipal golf course, the ac­ 
quisition of land and construction 
of a golf course has been placed 
on the ballot for a municipal civic 
improvement bond election on Feb. 
14 for consideration by the citi­ 
zens of Palm Springs. 
Until the past few years, there 
have been no golfing facilities in 
the Palm Spring! area with the 
exception of the hine-hole O'Don­ 
nell Golf Course which was con­ 
structed as a private course, and 
subsequently deeded to the city 
under lease to the O'Donnell Golf 
Course Association for a period of 
years. 
Within the past few 
years both Thunderbird and Tama­ 
risk clubs have been constructed 
privately. They are each 18-hole 
courses and have done much to 
popularize golf rnd connect it with 
the name of Palm Springs, both 
through their successful member­ 
ship programs and tournaments. 


THE MONEY DEEMED neces­ 
sary for the acquisition of land 
and construction of a municipal 
golf course ii in the amount of 
$750,000, which includes the ac­ 
quiring of land best suitable for 
golf course purposes and also the 
construction of a first class course 
in keeping with the general de­ 
velopment of Palm Springs. 
It also include* the construction 
of a clubhouse, putting greens, 
practice range and all expense of 
placing the course in operation. 
Plans would also give all consid­ 
eration possible to the construc­ 
tion of the type of course that 
would demand a minimum of main­ 
tenance expense. 


NO SPECIFIC SITE for the golf 
course is named in this proposi­ 
tion. The golf course Architect* 
hav# surveyed many possible golf 
course sites within the city and 
have recommended a site in Section 
26 south of Highway 111 and west 
of Smoke Tree Ranch which is 
Indian land presently under proc­ 
ess of negotiation for acquisition 
by the city for golf course pur­ 
poses. jOther sites have also been 


offered for consideration. 
There appears to be general 
agreement that if a municipal golf 
course is constructed in Palm 
Springs it should be not only an 
a d e q u a t e but an outstanding 
course, of which Palm Springs 
could be proud. Careful planning 
with golf course experts will be 
undertaken before the city pro­ 
ceeds with any development of a 
municipal course.

Many time*. In these letters, we 
have cautioned about the inadvis­ 
ability of selling during periods of 
extreme weakness. Monday's m ar­ 
ket afforded such a good example, 
we cannot refrain from mention­ 
ing it to illustrate our point. 
Take any fast moving stock: for 
example, Bethlehem Steel. Some 
frightened soul sold Bethlehem at 
14814 on Monday, and it closed 
on that day at 15114. and sold as 
high as 15814 today, Wednesday, a 
difference of 814 points. 
Of equal importance is the fail­ 
ing some buyers have of becom­ 
ing over-enthused when the m ar­ 
ket is. experiencing a strong rally. 
The

cliche, 
"Opportunity 
Knocks But Once." hardly applies 
to the stock market. About four 
out of five times, you can profit 
by refusing to sell during periods 
of extreme weakness, or buying 
on strong rallies. Sometimes, of 
course, an investor may miss the 
boat by following our formula, but 
certainly experience proves the 
odds favor our policy. 


THE SELL-OFF on Monday and 
the vigorous rally, which started 
Tuesday morning, improved the 
quality of the market, but, in our 
opinion, we cannot have a sus 
tained rise until President Eisen­

Judge McCabe Addresses 
Lawyers Wives Luncheon 


Presenting a picture of glamour­ 
ous Palm 
Springs Judge 
Hilton 
McCabe used It as a contrasting 
background for the undeveloped 
Indian land, when he addressed the 
Lawyers’ Wives of Riverside Coun­ 
ty at their luncheon meeting 
at 
the Tennis Club on Wednesday. 
After the glamour picture, 
with 
air-conditioned tennis courts, mink 
coats over "bathing auits, 
moviq 
stars and millionaires. Judge Me 
Cabe gave a clear-cut presentation 
of the problem created by having 
a checkerboard of 6.700 acres with­ 
in the rtty limits of Palm Springs 
held In trust for the Agua Caliente 
Tribe of Mission Indians. 
The 
tribe today numbers only «4 
At birth each Indian is allotted 
47 acres, which the child may use 
anyway he wants to but which he 
may not sell. 
Aa the child grows 
older and is declared competent 
by the Secretary of the Interior, 
h r may hold the land in fee and 
self if he wishes. In the past, the 
land could be leased for only 
a 
five year period, which was not 
long enough to amortize building 
costs. A bill recently enacted by 
Congress will extend, the leasing 
period to 25 years, 
This means, 
the Judge said, that building will 
he more rapid and more substan­ 
tial. 
Up to four years ago the cit \ 
while providing facilities, had no 
authority to regulata building 
or 
living conditionc on Indian land, 
creating such anomalies as the 
millionairess walled estate directly 
across the street from sub-standard 
dwellings. 
McCabe looks hopefully to 
the 
recommendations expected to come 
from a committee appointed 
by 
the Government to study the In­ 
dian land problem here. He thinks 
they may 
recommend that 
the 
Government transfer Indian lands 
to a trust and permit businessmen 
to lake over the problem He feels 
that this would be advantageous to 
the Indians and that they would he 
belter off economically. But, such 
action can only come through Con­ 
gressional action. 
Pointing out that the public gen­ 
erally is being^affected by the pres­ 


ent stalemate, he said that prog­ 
ress had been slowed down by two 
things, by the Indian's distrust of 
the white man, and by the reluc­ 
tance of the Indian Bureau to re­ 
linquish authority.

Questions Barred 


by High Court 


‘WASHINGTON OT — The V- S. 
Court of Appeals has confronted 
congressional Communist investi­ 
gators with a legal roadblock that 
appears headed for early analysis 
by the Supreme Court, 
The barrier relates to the refusal 
of witnesses to testify about activ­ 
ó les of past associates 
Numer­ 
ous citations for contempt of Con­ 
gress have been issued for such re­ 
fusal. 
Thursday the court. In a 2-to-l 
ruling, held that committee ques­ 
tions about another person's past 
must be linked to prooosed legis­ 
lation and not designed solely for 
exnosure purposes. 
The decision ordered the ac- 
onitfal of John T. Watkins. 44. a 
United 
Auto Workers organizer 
who had drawn a $500 fine and 
a suspended one-year jail sentence 
for his balky conduct before a 
House subcommittee on un-Ameri 
can activities April 29. 1954. 
Watkins, a native of Rock Island. 
YU., talked freely about nersons 
whom he thought were still Com­ 
munists at the time of the hear­ 
ing. But he refused information 
about those he felt had long since 
left the movement. He himself had 
been named a party m em ber from 
1943 to 1946 by previous witnesses. 
He denied membershio but adm it­ 
ted he had cooperated with the 
Communists. 
In ordering Watkins’ acquittal. 
Chief Judge Henry W. Edgerton 
emphasized 
that 
Congress 
m ay 
not indulge In exposes for their 
own sake, apart from its duty to 
legislate. He noted that the reso­ 
lution establishing the House com­ 
mittee authorized no such expo­ 
sures. 
Nevertheless, he said, the com­ 
mittee's idea of its mission seems 
to be investigation for purposes 
of exposure alone.

over five years to expand medical 
schools and build oadly needed re­ 
search facilities. 


LABOR: Chances appeared to be 
excellent that the Senate Labor 
committee will approve a bill re­ 
quiring "full disclosure" of the fi­ 
nancial operations ot employe wel­ 
fare , funds. 


But the odds are even better 
that it won't approve tha admin­ 
istration 
measure 
which 
would 
give the labor secretary power 
to decide what fund information 
to make public. 


SCHOOLS: Key southern Demo­ 
crats in the House are swinging 
to the View that the South may 
be barred from federal aid under 
a pending school bill ever if an 
anti-segregation amendment is not 
adopted. 
The problem came up after It 
was reported that Attorney Gen­ 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr. said 
he won't allow federal payments 
for school construction in states 


defying the Supreme Court's anti­ 
segregation rulidg. Backers of the 
$1.6 million measure said the re­ 
port ia false. 


INFORMATION: Rep. John E. 
Moss 
iD-Calift. chairman of a 
House Information subcommittee, 
said some progress has been made 
in reversing a "growing trend” 
towards greater government se­ 
crecy. But he said the govern­ 
ment 
continues 
to 
withhold 
a 
"rather staggering” amount of in­ 
formation.
